The  Workmen's  Compensation  Board  has  the  honour  to  submit 
its  report  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1953,  in  accordance  with 
Section  50,  Subsection  (2)  of  The  Workmen's  Compensation  Act. 

Workmen's  compensation  came  into  effect  under  The  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act,  1918,  on  August  1,  1918,  and  from  that  date  until 
December  31,  1953,  there  have  been  578,996  accidents  reported  to  the 
Board. 

During  the  past  ten  years  the  expansion  of  industrial  activities 
in  the  Province  has  been  exceedingly  rapid  and  the  following  summary 
sets  out  the  number  of  employers  registered  with  the  Board  and  the 
assessable  payrolls  as  shown  by  the  Board's  records  from  1944  to  1953:

The  year  1953  again  showed  a  continuation  of  the  expansion  of 
industrial  activities  in  the  Province  with  a  resultant  increase  in  all  phases 
of  the  Board's  operations.  This  continuous  increase  in  the  amount  of  work 
has  required  a  corresponding  amount  of  increase  in  the  staff  of  the  Board 
and  the  Board  is  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  large  volume 
of  work  was  satisfactorily  dealt  with  by  a  loyal  and  efficient  staff. 
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The  Board's  Rehabilitation  Clinic,  which  was  opened  on  December 
1,  1952,  by  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1953  was  treating  around  100 
patients  daily.  The  treatments  in  most  cases  are  proving  very  satisfactory 
in  restoring  injured  men  to  full  function  within  their  capabilities. 

The  Board's  program  of  assisting  injured  workmen  to  return  to 
employment  and  retraining  permanently  injured  workmen  in  order  to  fit 
them  for  gainful  employment  was  continued  and  expanded  during  the 
year  which  required  the  enlargement  of  the  Board's  staff  by  a  full-time 
Rehabilitation  Officer.  It  is  anticipated  that  further  additions  to  the  Rehabili¬ 
tation  Staff  will  be  required  in  the  near  future. 

The  work  of  the  Accident  Prevention  Department  was  further  ex¬ 
panded  during  the  year  and  two  Assistant  Safety  Supervisors  were  added 
to  the  staff.  The  Safety  and  First  Aid  Schools  instituted  by  the  Accident 
Prevention  Department  some  years  ago  have  proved  to  be  very  effective 
and  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  demand  from  both  industry  and 
workmen  for  an  expansion  of  this  service.  In  some  cases,  employers 
have  themselves  put  on  safety  schools  along  similar  lines  for  their  own 
workmen  and  members  of  the  Board's  Accident  Prevention  Department 
have  assisted  in  conducting  the  classes  at  such  schools.  The  general 
work  of  the  Accident  Prevention  Department  in  promoting  and  maintaining 
interest  in  safety  on  the  part  of  both  employers  and  workmen  throughout 
the  Province  is  receiving  more  and  more  co-operation  from  those  con¬ 
cerned,  and  there  would  seem  to  be  little  doubt  but  that  the  work  of  this 
Department  has  contributed  to  the  fact  that  the  number  of  accidents 
reported  over  recent  years  has  not  increased  in  proportion  to  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  men  engaged  in  employment. 

Mine  Rescue  training  under  the  direction  of  the  Mine  Rescue  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Board  was  carried  out  throughout  the  year  and  24  miners 
qualified  for  their  Mine  Rescue  Training  Certificates.  Many  others 
completed  their  first  aid  training. 

Pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  Section  50,  Subsection  (4)  of  The 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  an  actuary  has  been  appointed  to  make 
an  actuarial  evaluation  of  the  Board's  Pension  Fund  as  at  December  31, 
1953. 

The  Board  takes  this  opportunity  of  expressing  its  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation  and  efficiency.

Result  of  Operations 

Operations  for  the  year  under  review  resulted  in  provisional  sur¬ 
pluses  of  $401,748.91  in  respect  of  1953  and  $1,034,962.16  in  respect  of 
1952  and  prior  years,  details  of  which  are  shown  on  Statements  4  and  5 
respectively.  The  provisional  surpluses  have  been  consolidated  on  State¬ 
ment  3  and  carried  to  operating  reserve  as  shown  on  Statement  2. 


In  arriving  at  the  operating  results  in  respect  of  Class  13-2,  the  fiscal 
year  of  which  for  the  Board's  purposes,  is  the  first  of  November  to  the  fol¬ 
lowing  thirty-first  of  October,  assessment  revenue  applicable  to  the  twelve- 
month  period  ending  October  31,  1954  and  all  expenditure  during  the 
months  of  November  and  December,  1953  have  been  deferred  to  the  next 
fiscal  period;  and  revenue  of  1952  applicable  to  the  twelve-month  period 
ending  October  31,  1953  and  all  expenditure  during  November  and  Decem¬ 
ber,  1952  deferred  as  at  December  31,  1952  have  been  brought  into  account 
in  order  to  show  all  transactions  in  their  respective  periods. 

Assessment  revenue  shown  on  Statement  4  includes  the  estimated 
additional  net  revenue  to  be  received  during  1954  when  all  payroll 
audits  in  respect  of  the  period  under  review  have  been  completed. 


Rebates  due  employers  who  entered  into  arrangements,  approved 
by  the  Board,  for  furnishing  medical  aid  to  employees,  are  estimated 
to  amount  to  $34,700.00  and  have  been  charged  against  assessment 
revenue. 
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Payments  for  medical  services  in  respect  of  accidents  of  1943  and 
prior  years,  amounting  to  $17,799.15  have  been  charged  to  the  reserve 
for  rehabilitation. 

During  the  year  under  review  provision  for  silicosis  has  been 
charged  only  to  those  classes  that  have  experienced  silicosis  as  an 
industrial  disease. 

Additional  pension  payments  amounting  to  $46,089.08  made  under 
authority  of  Section  33  of  the  Act  have  been  brought  into  Statement  5 
as  an  adjustment  of  provisional  class  balances.  Due  to  the  difficulty  in 
determining  any  continuing  liability  under  this  Section  of  the  Act  require¬ 
ments  are  being  reflected  on  a  current  cost  basis. 


ASSETS 

Assessments  receivable,  less  reserve 

Assessments  receivable  include  the  net  estimated  additional  amount 
receivable,  $562,884.14,  when  all  payroll  audits  have  been  completed 
in  respect  of  the  period  under  review.  The  reserve  for  doubtful  assessments 
receivable  amounted  to  $46,778.49  at  December  31,  1953  and  is  considered 
adequate.  During  the  year  under  review  accounts  totalling  $2,594.01  were 
written  off  as  uncollectable.  Recoveries  in  respect  of  accounts  written  off 
amounted  to  $474.91. 

Investments 

Investments  are  held  in  safekeeping,  under  joint  custody  of  two 
officials  of  the  Board,  at  the  Bank  of  Montreal,  Edmonton  and  were  verified 
by  actual  examination.  Investments  all  of  which  are  registered  in  the 
name  of  the  Board  with  the  exception  of  $320,000.00  par  value  Province 
of  Alberta  debentures  and  $300,000.00  par  value  Province  of  Saskatchewan 
interim  certificates  are  summarized  hereunder.

LIABILITIES  AND  RESERVES 

Deferred  income,  net 

Assessments  levied  in  respect  of  Class  13-2  being  for  the  twelve 
month  period  ending  October  31,  1954  have  been  deferred  in  full  until 
the  next  fiscal  year.  Likewise,  all  expenditure  during  November  and 
December  1953,  regardless  of  year  of  occurrence  of  accident  has  been 
deferred.  The  net  revenue,  $317,559.66,  is  shown  on  the  attached  balance 
sheet  under  the  above  caption. 

Estimated  merit  rebates 

Merit  rebates  to  be  allowed  in  respect  of  the  year  1953  could  not 
be  determined  prior  to  the  closing  of  the  Board's  accounts,  but  provision, 
in  the  amount  of  $610,730.00  has  been  made  as.  an  estimate  of  require¬ 
ments. 

Claims  pending  and  unfinalled  claims 

The  liability  in  respect  of  the  above  is  an  estimate,  based  on  opinions 
of  officials  of  the  Board  and  the  experience  of  certain  previous  years, 
of  the  amount  required  to  meet  all  costs  in  respect  of  claims  pending  and 
unfinalled  claims  with  the  exception  of  claims  arising  from  silicosis  and 
those  in  respect  of  self-insurers'  employees. 

Silicosis 

The  liability  in  respect  of  the  above  is  an  estimate  by  officials  of 
the  Board  of  the  amount  required  to  meet  all  costs  in  respect  of  claims 
pending  and  unfinalled  claims  arising  from  silicosis. 

Pensions 

An  evaluation  of  the  Board's  liability  with  respect  to  pensions  was 
made  as  at  December  31,  1948,  by  officials  of  the  Board.  Based  on  the 
assumption  that  interest  rates  would  be  maintained  at  the  required 
capitalization  rate  of  3%,  which  has  been  the  case,  the  amount  provided 
by  the  Board  in  respect  of  pension  liability  as  at  that  date  was  sufficient 
to  meet  requirements. 
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Due  to  the  difficulty  in  determining  any  continuing  liability  to  the 
Board  for  additional  pension  payments  authorized  under  Section  33  of 
the  Act  no  specific  provision  has  been  made  therefor.  As  stated  elsewhere 
in  this  report  these  payments  are  reflected  in  the  Board's  accounts  on 
a  current  cost  basis. 

Reserve  for  rehabilitation 

The  charges  to  classes  re  single  fatal  accidents  of  prior  years  less 
pension  awards  to  dependents  have  pursuant  to  1952  amendments  to  the 
Act  been  credited  direct  to  the  reserve  for  rehabilitation.  In  addition, 
provision  in  the  amount  of  $154,720.00  was  made  during  the  year. 

As  stated  elsewhere  in  this  report  payments  for  medical  services 
in  respect  of  accidents  of  1943  and  prior  years  have  been  charged  to 
the  reserve  following  the  transfer,  as  at  December  31,  1948  of  the  amount 
standing  to  the  credit  of  the  reserve  for  medical  aid  to  the  reserve  for 
rehabilitation. 

Expenditures  for  rehabilitation  charged  to  the  reserve  during  the  year 
amount  to  $296,239.54  as  shown  on  Statement  9. 

Total  capital  expenditures  to  December  31,  1953  for  the  rehabilitation 
clinic  amount  to  $1,060,242.17  and  have  been  charged  to  the  reserve. 
These  assets  are  not  reflected  in  the  attached  balance  sheet. 

Reserve  for  disasters 

There  is  no  basis  upon  which  an  opinion  could  be  formed  as  to 
the  adequacy  of  the  reserve. 

Reserve  for  enhanced  disabilities 

Charges  against  the  reserve  for  costs  of  enhanced  disabilities 
amounted  to  $45,266.82  during  the  period  under  review.  Provision  for  the 
reserve  for  the  period  amounted  to  $77,360.00. 

Reserve— Section  33-(l),  (k),  (1943  Act) 

The  reserve,  which  under  Section  44-(8)  of  the  1948  Act  is  to  be 
transferred  to  the  Accident  Fund,  is  presently  being  held  to  provide  for 
adjustments  required  with  respect  to  pensions  suspended  during  the  war 
years  and  paid  into  the  reserve  under  Section  33-(l),  (1)  of  the  1943  Act. 

Operating  reserve 

The  reserve  represents  the  balance  at  credit  of  classes  after  provision 
for  reserves  as  shown  on  Statement  2.
